Village of Irma 


A Bylaw of the: Village of Irma 
in the Province of Alberta, for the 
purpose of prohibiting the riding of 
-bicycles on -any: sidewalk*’within 
the limits of the Village. 

’ Whereas—it is deemed necessary 
in the interests of public safety to 
prohibit the riding of any bicycles 
on. any sidewalk within the limits 
of the Village of Irma... 

Pursuant to Section 226 (r) Town 
and Village-Act Chapt. 150 R.S.A. 
1942. 

And 

Section 273, sub-section 3, Town 
and Village Act Chapt. 150, R.S.A. 
1942 as amended 1951. 

The Council enacts as follows: 

That no person or persons shall 
ride any hicycle upon any side- 
walk within the limits of the Vil- 
lage of Irma.. 

That any person or persons wio- 
lating this bylaw may jin lieu of 
being proceeded against. by pros- 
ecution for ~any breach of’ this 
bylaw, or may pay a fixed sum of 
‘one dollar, ($1.00). Such’ sum to be} 
paid. to the Secrétary-Treasyrer of 
| the Village of Irma. -

Even though great ‘efforts are 
being put forth to save the whoop- 
ing crane from total destruction, the 
fight is shaping into a losing battle. 
One by one they are disappearing. 

A. whooping crane survey. was 
made in 1945, and it was estimated 
there were then 27 in éxistence. The 
survey was well publicized and as a 
result interested: persons who were 


on the alert sighted an additional 
eight birds, to swell the total to 35. 
Since that time. the number has slow- 
ly been diminishing. 

Earlier, at the beginning of the 
20th ‘century, the birds were com- 
paratively plentiful, and hunters 
thought it a feat’ to shoot them. It 
wasn’t so much for their food value, 
but because they were difficult to 
hunt,

13 whoopers made 


fortunately a torrential rainstorm 
drove them into the interior where 
With the exception. of one, all were 
killed. Naturalists ‘captured .the re- 
maining one and it was taken to a 
refuge,= 

Now it is estimated there are 31 in 
existence. Twenty-seven are in their 
wild state, and four are held in cap- 
tivity at the Aransas, Texas, refuge. 
These four birds were captured after 
being wounded, and none are able to 
fly. Two have mated, one is beyond 
the mating age, and the. other is the. 
recent: arrival from Saskatchewan. 

According to provincial museum 
director, Fred Bard, Saskatchewan 
has truly been the summer home of 
the whooping crane. However, dur- 
ing the past few years what is left 
of the crane population has been 
forced to move northward. He stated 
that to enable them to get away 
from civilization, these birds have 
been pushed as far north as the 
Northwest Territories, thus @xposing | 
them to additional] hazards. It was 
only -last summer that a - United 
States Fish and Wildlife Service 
pilot, Bob Smith, spotted what he be- 
lieved to be breeding grounds of the 
whooping crane, ‘near Great Slave 
Lake. 

. The near extinct: cranes .arrive an- 
ually. in Southern Saskatchewan, on }, 
their migration southward. Mr, Bard 
said the birds usually visit the south- 
ern part, of the province from the 
middle of April. to the middle of 
October. 

Mr. Bard,. in talking about the 
whooper found in the Griffin area of 
Saskatchewan recently, was disap- 
pointed because it was not located 
and given medical attention sooner. 
Had it been, it would have been spar- 
ed extensive physical exhaustion 
which might have endangered the 
birds: life. 

The wounded whooper, mamed Vic- 
toria Regina “Queenie” by Mr. Bard, 
has now completed jts 2,000 mile 
journey to Texas.

Expansion of the Alberta Hotel 
Association Scholarship, Program 
was formulated by the Advisory 
Board during a meeting held at 
Calgary, Monday. Details of- the 
program were announced by AiG. 
Swinarton of Fort Macleod, the as- 
sociation’s president. 


Members of the Association will 
provide $25,000.00 for scholarships 
tenable at the University of Al- 
berta next fall. At the present time 
33 young Albertans are attending 
the University of Alberta at Cal- 
gary and Edmonton on a A.H.A. in- 
augural scholarships with a total 
value of $15,000.00. 


The 1953 scholarships will be dis- 
tributed as follows: five each for 
‘the cities of Edmonton, and Cal- 
gary, three in the’ Peace River 
District; 20 for Northern Alberta; 
and 10 each for Central and Sou- 
thern Alberta Zones totalling 53 
awards.

The Rusty Grain. Beetle 


(Laemopholoeus Ferruginous) 


The Rusty Grain Beetle, Canada’s 
most serious insect pest .of stored 
grain during the Second. World 
War, has again béen reported in 
Western .Canada. Wherever these 
insects become well established 
then the grain invariably heats. 
Grain usually heats because it is 
tough or damp, but the Rusty 
Grain Beetle can cause grain to 
heat that is relatively dry. The 
beetle is a flattened, reddish brown 
insect, about 1/16 of an inch long. 
It can easily be seen with the naked 
eye. It js extremely important that 
every farmer should know whe- 
ther his grain held in storage is 
infected. The bin or pile of grain 


should be probed from time: to], 


time to obtain samples from dif- 
ferent depths and the samples 
carefully examined. The samples 
can be passed through an ordinary 
grain sieve and the insects will 
fall through the bottom when they 
can readily be seen. 


If these insects are found the 
farmer should at once get in touch 
with either of the following places:

Danger Of Prairie Dog 
Becoming Extinct 


Five hundred prairie dogs—more wily than the gopher and 
larger—have a town in southwestern SaskatcHewadn that doesn't 
appear on the map although maybe it should. It's the only one 
of its kind in the British Commonwealth. But for a town so dis- 
tinctive, its appearance isn't very imposing. 


So with these friends and enemy 


relationships and with its name, the 
large ground squirrel can’t be de- 
scribed as having a dog-eat-dog ex- 
istence, although figuratively that’s 
what it is, with the prairie dog more 
in the role of the pursued than the 
pursuer. 

There used to be a lot more prairie 
dogs than there are now.. In fact, 
in the plains to the south of the 
Saskatchewan dogtown it is estimat- 
ed more than 400,000,000 lived in an 
area 1,000,000 miles long by 250 miles 
wide. 

But with the coming of the white 
man and the breaking up. of the land, 
they gradually diminished in number. 


Now, with their numbers decreas- “ 


ing, even the Val Marie colony is in 
danger of being exterminated and 
naturalists contend that this relic of 
natural history should be protected. 

Because of the extinction -danger, 
the museum workers went to the site 
to collect information and ‘specimens 
while: the town and its inhabitants 
are still there. 

The prairie dogs of Val.Marie are 
fat now, ready to move underground 
for the winter. * “
